Volume of Western Mirror

word from the Medill School of 
Journalism at Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity that the Western Mirror 
had once again won the inter¬ 
national first place award for 
High School journalism. This 
honor was achieved in competition 
with high school papers all over 
the United States, Cuba, Great 
Britain and the Hawaiian Islands. 
Last year’s editors were con¬ 
gratulated on improvements made 
Edward Nell, secretary of the 
.organization, wrote, “Your paper 
merits more support from the 
Student Body. A circulation of 
LOO papers in a school of 1,400 if 
poor.” Some points of weakness 
given were: The Scandal had toe 
much space and little variety; 
re s coverage was weak, the Fac¬ 
ulty and various activities not 
getting enough space. Inside pages 
v. ere criticized. However, fine 
quality was noted for features 
sports, type variations, newsiness 
of make-up, organization of stor¬ 
ies, variety in lead construction 
The editorials received exception- 
a’ly favorable comment on their 
e’earress and practical qualities. 
It will be remembered that the 
paper’s staff received honorable 
mention in a contest for Editorial 
Writing last spring. The comment 
bv Mr. Nell says, “Editorials are 
pertinent and well written.
